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Facilities Committee Hears Wants of 
Ambulance, Town Office, Police 


The Bethel Municipal Facilities 


Study Committee, continuing its in- 


quiry into the requirements of 
Public and private organizations in 
Bethel, met Tuesday night, Jan. 
30, at the Town Office to talk with 
members of the Bethel Emergency 
Ambulance and Rescue Service 
(B.E.A.R.S,) and with the Town 
Manager and Police Chief. . 
Join Greenleaf, B.E.A.R.S. di- 
rector, said the most pressing need 
of the ambulance service is for 
adequate space for the group and 
adequate storage space for their 
training equipment and operating 
supplies. ‘Storage space in the 
group's present headquarters at 
the Bethel Fire Station is inade- 
quate. Supplies for normal opera- 
tions and supplies for large-scale 
disaster-type emergencies must 
both be stored in inconvenient at- 
tic and basement areas that make 
immediate utilization difficult. Ad- 
ditional supplies and the group’s 
records must be kept at the Green- 
Jeaf home, where they take up 
about 50 square feet of space, 
Much of the group’s training 
essential to keeping it an alert, 
responsive emergency unit, must 
presently be conducted in the 
same space in which the anibt- 
lance is stored. While some of the 
training is done with the ambu- 
lance, using its equipment, much 
of the training requires the ambu- 
lance to be put outside, to free the 


space for training of. other types. 
The group uses rooms at Telstar 
Regional High School, when they 
are available, for some of its train- 
ing, but that requires moving 
bulky,’ heavy equipment to the 
school, making it unavailable for 
immediate use should the ambu- 
Jance be called out on an emer- 
gency. The B. E, A. R. S. an- 
swered 155 calls in 1978; 170 in 
1977. There were 22 calls in De- 
cember 1978; 18 in January 1979. 

Besides the immediate need 
for additional storage and training 
Space, the B,E.A.R.S. also have 
long-term needs for additional 
space and facilities. It is anticipat- 
ed that the town will acquire a 
second ambulance in the future to 
give the B.E.A.R.S. a back-up unit; 
with -the new vehicle, adequate 
heated storage space for two am- 
buiances will be required. The oth- 
er major long-range need is for a 
permanent meeting, training and 
storage area. Both major long- 
term needs could be answered, by 
a building large: enough for two 
vehicles, with storage, meeting and 
training space adjacent to the ve- 
hicles. ’ 

While the B.E.A.R.S. find their 
present location at the Fira Sta-, 
tion a good one, with good routes 
available for them to make most 
of their calls without delay, they 
feel that a location such as that

of the highway garage on Cross 
Street syould be equally good. They 
presently must go there -to get 
gas; the ambulance is washed at 
the M.S,A.D, #44 Transportation 
Garage, when the buses are out, 
because lack of drains at the Fire 
Station make it impossible to wash 
the ambulance there, - 

The B.E.A.R,S, presently have 
21 members, fully trained in em- 
ergency procedures; 17 of the 21 
are presently active in the organ- 
ization; 14 are licensed, and more 
will be licensed as soon as the 
State prepares examinations to 
administer. At least two persons 
are always on call. ° 
. Mr. Greenleaf also talked of the 
need for better Civil Emergency 
Preparedness (CEP) facilities at 
the fire station.

typist. Though town compliance 
with inereasing state and federal 
regulations involves a much 
greater work load for the person- 
ne] than was true a decade ago, 
no growth in staff is anticipated 
immediately. Eventually state in- 
volvement in the property assess- 
ment may require the town to 
hire a_ professional assessor, 
whose duties might be combined. 
with those of a code administrator 
to create one more full time posi- 
tion on the town staff. Mr. Ness 
felt that additional staff assis- 
tance will only be justified under 
such federal programs as CETA. 
Bethel presently has one staff 
assistant working in the Town Of; 
fice under the CETA program as 
an aide to several town commit- 
tees, 


The Town Office is presently 
located in the Cole Block on Main 
Street, in the street-level space 
occupied by the Casco Bank from 
1946 to 1968. While this means 
that a fireproof vault is available 
for safe storage of town records, 
in many respects the present quar- 
ters are inadequate for the needs 
of town government. The Town 
Manager's office is too small for 
a private meeting with more than

administrator; even if such a posi- 
tion were not required for some 
time, the office would be useful 
for any temporary staff, such as 
a CETA worker, for the use of au- 
ditors and other visiting officials 
the Town Office presently accom- 
modates in the rear meeting room 
at the Cole Block, and possible 
for use as a police interrogation 
room. 

An adequate facility would also 
have secure and separate meeting 
space tor the use of the select- 
men, but also for use by the many 
other boards and committees of 
town government, and for use also 
by the various government agen- 
cies that presently use the meet- 
ing room at the Cole Block—un- 
employment, probation, food stamp 
distribution, etc. Mr. Ness stressed 
that any such meeting space 
should be flexible in its arrange- 
ment, perhaps with partitions to 
separate it’ into two or more 
meeting rooms. Office space in any 
new facility should be. better or- 
ganized than that in the present 
Town Office, and should enable 
records to be kept close to the 
places they are used. This would 
require a “working vault,” fire- 
proof, but not as cumbersome as 
the vault currently in use. A new 
vault should also have a proper 
humidity control mechanism, to 
preserve town records; the present 
vault has none, An adequate town 
government facility would also be 
easily accessible to the handicap- 
ped; federal guidelines now re- 
quire this. It should also be easi- 
ly accessible to séniov citizens. 

My. Ness and the Town Police 
Officer, Robert Stearns, also told 
the committee of the needs the 
Police department. They include 
adequate office space to keep police 
records; it is now required by law 
that police records be open to 
public inspection, and to do so they 
must be adequately filed in a pub- 
lic place, something the present 
town office facilities do not allow.

active military, civilians and de- 
pendents, On Friday I boarded an 
Air Force tour bus with about 
forty women eager for a day of 
shopping. The trip takes a bit ov- 
er an hour, counting the stop at 
Checkpoint Charlie to check our 
papers,so we had a chance to get 
acquainted a bit, When we arrived 
at Alexanderplatz, the mainsshop- 
ping crea of the city, mostiot the 
passengers-.got off the bus; but 
several of us accepted the bus 
driver's offer to take us several 
miles north to a special crystal 
shop. My goal for the day was to 
find and purchase three more 
featherbeds (similar to our down- 
filled puffs). A friend had told me 
that she saw some recently near 
the crystal shop, so I took off like 


a rabbit. hound on a fresh track. 


After covering both sides of the 
street for a mile or more in each 
direction, I retirned to the bus 
empty-handed. This part of the 
city was drab and still pock-mark- 
ed from the war bombings. The 
only colorful windows were toy 
stores or children’s clothing shops. 

Back at Alexanderplatz I did 
some quick checking at the Cen- 
trum, a huge modern department 
store, and grabbed a bockwurst at 
a snack bar to eat as I walked. 
The shop where we purchased our 
first two featherbeds was ten 
blocks away, and it was snowing 
hard as I started in that direction. 
Xt had just two hours left before 
the -bus was to return to West 
Berlin. 

As I walked those Jong blocks 
at a rapid pace, I recalled the 
lady who told me that day that 
she never dared shop anywhere in 
the East, out of sight of the bus. 
Since timidity and worrying ab- 
out what might possibly happen 
are not my style, I had to. continue 
alone. No one on the tour would 
have been able to keepup with 
me, aS some of you know. 

The shops and buildings were 
interesting, and I popped into a 
few to see if any featherbeds were 
hidden away there. After nearly 
an hour’s walk I saw a sign to 
Warsaw and wondered how far I 
had walked! 

At last the shop appeared, and 
I was delighted to learn that they 
had featherbeds as well as covers 
for them and for our large square 
down pillows. In my haste to pur- 
chase a bright red and two bright 
blue featherbeds, one problem 
failed to concern me: how could 
i earry a large canvas bag (. L. 
Bean), a pucketbook, and three 
Jarge featherbeds severai miles 
back to the bus? Unfortunately, 
we are not allowed to ride public 
transportation in East Berlin, so 
the chance to catch a bus or sub- 
way was out. A helpful lady open- 
ed the shop door for me, and 
there I was on the sidewalk, tak- 
ing up the space of three people 
and trying to look inconspicuous 
as I retraced my steps to Alexan- 
derplatz along Karl Marx Allee, 


In the past the East Berliners 
have appeared very sober, and 
they passed by seemingly unaware 
of anyone or anything. All that 
changed now. Not that everyone 
snickered at this apparition in a 
down parka walking through a 
Snowstorm nearly enveloped in 
bright red and blue parcels, Some 
merely stopped and stared, and 
others poked a companion and 
ceased their conversation until I 
hhad passed. By the time the bus 
was Visible at the end of an hour's 
walk, those feathers weighed a 
ton, but the mission had been 
completed successfully, Let the 
Snow and cold weather continue 
in Berlin, we five are warm 
and cozy. 

Earlier in the week, we tried 
to get a visa and permission to 
rent a car and drive to East 
Germany to watch my niece, Les- 
lie Bancroft, compete with the 
U. S. Ski Team in a cross-country 
méet with the East German wo- 
men. 

Everyone at the Berlin Brigade 
Headquarters was so helpful and 
told me what procedures would 
be followed. However, the East 
Germans had other ideas, We 
dearried that we could not go to 
East Germany for just a day trip. 
East Berlin is the only exception 
to this rule. If we went for more 
than one day to visit friends or 
relatives, it would take at least 
a month to get 4 visa. Since we 
had only a two-week notice, that 
‘was the énd of the dream, It was 
frustrating for us to know that a 
relative was only about 150 miles 
away, and we could not arrange 


a visit with her. 
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ELDERLY MAN PERISHES 
IN WATERFORD HOUSE FIRE 

A fire Monday evening which 
completely destroyed a home ‘in 
the Bisbeetown area of North 
Waterford, also took the life of its 
sole resident, Stephen Spofford, 
a retired tool and die cutter, who 
had moved ta No. Waterford from 
the Boston area several years ago, 
The North Waterford Fire Dept. 
with fire chief Steve Wilson, re- 
sponded to the first alarm which 
was sounded at 8 p. m. High winds 
and the severity of the. blaze 
prompted a second alarm, calling 
two engines from East Stoneham 
and one each from South Water- 
ford and Waterford Flat. Oxford 
County Sheriff Alton Howe and 
Deputy Bob Wood were both at 
the scene to help with traffic 
control and communications. A 
portable light was secured from 
the Norway Fire Department.
